THE SENIOR BOWL GAME 


The eyes of the Nation were on Mobile lajt 
Saturday and our city came through fairly *»ell, 
at,least that is the way it seem,s from our ob¬ 
servation post* 

The event of the day was the IT.th rnuual 
'Senior Bowl football game featuring highly 
touted teams representing tie North and South. 
We congratulate the sponsors, the players on 
both sides, the fans and our community for the 
fine image reflected to people everywhere on 
this epoch-making sports occasion. 

In addition to achieving the first complete 
sellout and first tie game in its history, the 
1965 Senior Bowl made a far greater contribu¬ 
tion to the democratic processes in human re¬ 
lations which have helped make our country 
* great. 

The color bars fell like the walls of Jericho. 
Now even many of the h one s t -1 o - g ood ne s s folks 
who have been confused, misled and frightened 
by the venemous and distorted propaganda of 
the rabid racists, can see that Negroes are.peo¬ 
ple like others and deport themselves in any 
facet of life in a manner consistent with the 
noblest traditions 6f our civilization. 

The Negro's primary handicap has been and 
still remains SegTegation. Forcing people to 

Uve in ghettos away from the main stream of 
our society, denying them equal education, 
providing them with only a low living standard, 
refusing to give them Justice in the courts or 
equal opportunities to earn a livelihood, brain¬ 
washing them with often false textbook propa¬ 
ganda, disfranchising them politically and 
treating such people generally as pariahs, cer¬ 
tainly will develop a pattern of behavior that 
will identify them spuriously as being different 
than others. 

The Senior Bowl game last week afforded a 
rare opportunity down this way for the Negro 
group to refute in a tangible way the race hate 
preachments of the demagogue and other ped¬ 
dlers of ill-will and division of the American 
people on racial, ethnic, religious or other 
illegitimate grounds. 

The challenge was successfully met be Bob 
Hayes, Bob Felt, Jerry Rush and Dick Cordon 
on the football field, and the hundred of Negro 
fans in the stands. They - all of them - were 
emissaries of interracial good will and added 
to the laurels of the struggle for justice and 
fair play for all citizens, regardless of race, 

color or creed. jf 

Finally, we are not unmindful of The noble 
contributions of the National Broadcasting Com¬ 
pany and the sponsors of the 1964 Civil Rights 
Act, to the Nation's symbol of equality and 
freedom epitomized at the Senior Bowl game 
last week.

. PRESIDENT JOHNSON’S INAUGURATION 
AND GREAT SOCIETY PROGRAM 

President Lyndon Baynes Johnson embarked 
on his own program of the Great Society Wed¬ 
nesday when he was sworn in b .y Supreme 

Court Chief Justice Earl Warren as the 36th 
President of the Uniled States in his personal 
right. 

Mr. Johnson had just finished almost 14 
months of the administration of the late Presi 
dent John F. Kennedy and the New Frontier. 

It is our opinion that Negroes have fared 
better in their long civil rights struggle under 
the humanitarian program of President Ken¬ 
nedy, fulfilled after hfs a ss $ ssi n a tio n by Mr. 
Johnson, than at any time in the history of 
the Nation since the epoch-making Emanci¬ 
pation Proclamation and the Reconstruction 
pe riod. 

« The Civil Rights law of 1964 and President 
Kennedy's Executive Order 1092 5, have given 
impetus to the significance of our professed 
beliefs in freedom and justice and equality 
under the law. 

.The overwhelmingly heavy Negro vote for 
the National Democratic ticket list November 
was an attertraent of appreciation for the sub¬ 
stantial progress toward desirable goals of 
first class citizenship for the colored group. 
The fight for these gaii^ were promoted and 
pushed for by President Johnson and his late 
predecessor, Mr. Kennedy. 

On Che other hand, there were strong and 
perhaps well founded fears among the Negro 
people that Republican Presidential Candi¬ 
date Barry Goldwater may have catered to the 
rabble and the racists, if elected. 

There was further apprehension that Senator 
Goldwater's stand on other domestic issues and 
foreign policy was fraught with retrogression 
and in some instances danger. 

► President Johnson's Great Society program 

envisions unprecedented strides, for our coun¬ 
try's people toward a life of new social and 
economic gains. His projects for school aid, 
hospital care, mass-transit assistance, scenic 
grandeur, and the like, are all designed to 
afford all citizens a better lot. 

On the civil rights front, a proposed new 
law which would remove voter registration dis¬ 
crimination such as is practiced in Alabama 
and Mississippi, and prevent the perpetuation 
of a vicious and demagocic political oligar¬ 
chy in these or any other states, will be of¬ 
fered by the President. 

The Great''Society program can be met and 
all of the American people enjoy having at 
least the necessities of life, despite the cost 
that may be involved. There is reason to be¬ 
lieve that the amount to be expended would 
not be any greater than is now being spent for 
public welfare, the -attempt to curb crime and 
juvenile delinquency, and other factors of a 
maladjusted and underprivileged facet of our 
country a new day in its pursuit of happiness 
and well-being. 

Our late beloved President Kennedy would 
be pleased if he could know that principles 
for which he lived and died are being trans¬ 
formed into a reality by his Successor-Presi¬ 
dent Lyndon Baines Johnson.

.This is a reminder that if you intend to ex¬ 
ercise one of the greatest privileges of citizen 
ship-to vote - you have until February 1 - Monday 
to pay your poll tax. That is, if you hope to 
vote in 3ny election this year. 

The important election on tap this yeasr^is 
for the Mobile City Commission, scheduled.* to 
be held in August. ^ ^ 

If you are not already a registered vot^ftr and 
cannot get to the Board of Registrars office now, 
may we suggest that you pay your poll tax no 
later than February 1, then get registered by 
February 10, and still be eligible to vote this 
ye ar. 

It is not necessary to pay poll tax in nation 
al elections, such as for President or U, S, sena¬ 
tor or congressman. However, if you decise to 
cast a ballot in an all-important election for 
goveTDor or any other state office, Or for a coun 
ty or city elective position, you must pay the 
poll tax unless exempt for other reasons. 

Every citizen who believes in progress and 
good government should realize the momentous¬ 
ness of his moral responsible to qualify for part 
icipation in our established form of political 
administration. This is true whether one wishes 
to be elected to public office or to see that 
the right kind of oflicials represent us in gov¬ 
ernment.’ 

Whites and Negroes alike who are interested 
in our community continuing peaceful and tran¬ 
quil in race relations should be ever vigilant 
that this proud achievenent is not lost because 
of apathy. Registering to vote, paying your 
poll tax anf then giong to the polling place to 
cast a ballot at election time, are to maintain 
progress and good race relations in Mobile. 

These pre re quisi tc s in turn spell good govern¬ 
ment for all of the people. 

You owe it to yourself, your children and you 
posterity, to register as a voter and pay your 
poll now - -then vote in all elections.

The NNPA summer convention

Local Group Plans 
Massive Voter I * 
Registration Drive

A rather grim and determined 
group of local citizens met Sun. 
afternoon at the Ann St.Presby- 
- terian church In the regular meet 
iog of the Mobile County Coord¬ 
inating Committee for Voter-Re¬ 
gistration. There one thought-to 
launch a massive voter registrat¬ 
ion drive in Mobile immediately. 

When the one-sided results of 
the general registration session 
of the Mobile County Board of 
Registrars just concluded reveal¬ 
ed chat only 563 Negro residents 
of Mobile had become qualified 
electors, the members present 
vowed that they would work a- 
round the clock to see that this 
picture Is changed. 

During the same period there 
were 6,359 whites registered, 
Negro leaden declared that 
while they concede that there 
were far more whites making 
application, they have serious 
doubts abcut the abilities of 
most whites to pass the very 
difficult literacy test in such 
large numben.Very few persons 
of color were able to make it. 

The organization's plans are 
to alert masses of Negroes to 
flood the Registrars' office at 
each special session^ record of 
-each individual who falls to 
pass and this matter will be re¬ 
fereed to cither the Department 
‘of* Justice or the NAACP for 
C.H. Montgomery, chairman 
of the organization, stated that 
area leaders, zone leaders, ward 
leaders and block captains 
were being appoiatedtp see tha' 
Negroes In all walks os life in 
every section of the community 
would be contacted and urged 
to register. He pointed out that 
while the campaign was being 
waged in all sections of Mobile. 

He predicted that thousands of 
Negroes who are poll tax ex¬ 
empt will be registered in time 
to v«e in municipal election 
in August. 

At the Sunday meeting there 
were several citizens from com - 
munities with streets needing 
paving, and improving. Some of 
the areas were so bad that 
traffic had to halted until the 
streets dry.These persons point¬ 
ed out that only the ballot will 
be able to change these con¬ 
ditions.

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Gun Attacks On Citizens 
Must Be Stopped 

Reckless gun attacks on innocent people 
continue in Mobile, committed presumably 
by hate-crazed hoodlums in our midst. 

During the past three weeks two teen-age 
boys have been shot, one of whom was ser-- 
rously wounded, two taverns have been fired 
into and more recently the homes of the 
mayor of the city and a militant civil rights 
leader have also been targets of the roaming 
morbid-minded elements responsible for these 
gun attacks. The shots have always been fired 
from automobiles. 

Mobile has enjoyed a b ov e - the - a ve r a g e race 
relations for a southern city despite the oc¬ 
casional lethal weapon rampage of the hate 
crowd. We well remember that last year 
another teen-age boy riding a bicycle in the 
Toulminville area c t dusk was shot and criti¬ 
cally wounded by some sick-minded fiend or 
fiends who were crusing about in a car look¬ 
ing for prey. 

This situation, unless stopped by the vigi¬ 
lance of police, could lead to serious conse¬ 
quences and possibly to racial conflict. We 
are hopeful that suspected hate peddlers are 
being kept under scrutiny by law enforcement 
agencies in Mobile and this area, and that 
they are also being questioned with regard to 
the current series of shootings by some of 
those identified with this group.

While we usually admire the two gentlemen 
for the stand they take in many issues in 
Congress, we cannot "buy" the propaganda 
they tried to Veil the President and the nation 
on the happenings at Selma. 

We • .cannot believe that they are so naive' 
or destitute of knowledge about the goings on 
in that Black Belt perimeter they do not know 
that Alabama's political oligarchy and feudal 
system which have deprived Negroes of almost 
every basic right are the evil forces respon¬ 
sible for the situation there. 

Our two senators should know that in trying | 
to blame the struggle for the right to vote 
in Dallas County (Selma) on so-called "out¬ 
side agitators" they are not affording a true 
picture of the protest happenings there. 

They know, for they are Alabamians, that 
flagrant disregard of the 14th and 14th Am-- | 
endraents to the Constitution by the power, 
structure, principally the political segment 
and their constituents, of Dallas county, Is 
the cause of Negio unrest and protest demon¬ 
strations . 

The image of Alabama was fyrther dispara¬ 
ged this week by the ruthless and brutal at¬ 
tacks of state troopers against Negro march¬ 
ers who had planned a voter registration dis¬ 
crimination protest trek from Selma to the 
state capitol at Montgomery. 

These minions of the law, on orders from | 
the governor of the state, are alleged to have 
fiendishly beat Negroes with clubs, night 
sticks, billies and other such w e a pons, as well 
as to have subjected them to a barrage of tear 

ga*. 

Surely Senators Hill and Sparkman know 
about this barbaric Incident against the free¬ 
dom which all of us, regardless of race, color, 
or creed, profess to love. 

They also rousts ce rta i nly know about the 
case of 15-year-old Georgia Mae Dickerson, | 
who was marched off to a Selma Jail singing 
a song about freedom, which she had n e ver 
enjoyed. She was one of the youngsters who 
volunteered her services to this cause.

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ALABAMA WHITES RESPONSIBLE FOR 
PROTEST MOVEMENT IN OUR STATE 


The refusal of a segment of white Alaba m I - 
ans in prominent positions to glame themsel¬ 
ves, the state and its newspapers for the Sel- 
,m a - Montgom e ry march and the protest demon¬ 
strations in Dallas county and elswhe re, projects 
itself as another example of the stubborn unfairness 
and ostrich-like -mature of the power structure 
in the Deep South. 

These people, Instead of reflecting a ratio¬ 
nal approach to the race problems in their 
midst, simply ignore the injustices and dii- - 
crimination; imposed on Negro citizens, .do 
nothing in a tangible way to correct the evils,, 
then vehemently bl a m e. " outs ide agitators" for 
lending effective assistance in whatever law¬ 
ful techniques the colored group adopts to ac¬ 
hieve desirable goals toward first class citi-- 
ze nship. 

This indictment can be truthfully made aga¬ 
inst the governor, practically all members of 
the legislature and Congressional delegation, 
the clergy, newspaper editors, some civic 
leaders and others. 

We also contend that the. blood of two civil 
rights crusaders, one of whom died from an 
attack by a mob-of several hatemongers in 
Selma more than two weeks ago and the other 
who was shot down in Perry county by a state 
trooper days before, may be on the hands of 
the people who compose our state's power 
structure . 

There was no indication that wbltes whose 
influence could have been used to maintain 
racial peace with justice and progress toward 
respect for human dignity in'Alabama, were 
concerned with what was happening to Negroes 
in our state. They evidently felt that they 
could contain the restlessness of the Negro 
with a do-nothing police and there was no 
need to relieve the deplorable conditions un¬ 
der which these people live. * 

They permitted the governor to impose an 
unreasonably rigid voter registration test with* 
the avowed purpose of disfranchising large 
numbers of the Negro group, to give encour¬ 
agement to racist organizations in our state 
with numerous speaking engagemegt before 
their meetings, to defy law and order in resis 
ting rulings of the federal courts establishing 
an equality of opportunity for Negroes, and tc 
do many other things which were obviously 
aimed at "Keeping the Negro in his place". 

Alabama, as well as the .rest of the Deep 
South, has consistently resisted cny sembla¬ 
nce of equal justice and equal opportunities 
for Negroes. 

On the question political disfranchisement 
which is the issue behind the protest demons¬ 
trations at Selma, Negroes were first victims 
of a so-called grandfather's clause, then the 
Constitution of 1901, the white primary, the 
Boswell amendment and the outright refusal of 
boards of registrars in the Black Belt to show 
up for regular sessions when it was known that 
Negroes would appear for voter registration 
and to flunk them arbitrarily whenever the 
board members decided to attend to the busi¬ 
ness for which they had been selected. In 
addition, Negroes in such counties as Monroe 
Wilcox, Lowndes and a number of othe'rs, had 
been intimidated by threats of loss of jobs or 
violence, and dared not present themselves 
before boards of registrars for the purpose of 
becoming qualified electors. This was true 
about ten years ago in some counties and re¬ 
mained a fact in others at least until the 
Selma protest move and its sequences of 
brutality were shown to the nation and the 
world. 

In Mississippi; men have died because they 
wanted to vote. Right here in Mobile, 20- 
years ago a prominent Negro citizen was bea¬ 
ten down at the board of registrars office and. 
remained in a critical condition at a hospital! 
for more than two weeks, Also at Mobile, a 
militant civil rights leader who was a federal 
employee had charges filed against him by the 
chairman of the board be'eause the colored 
man was successfully directing a voter regis¬ 
tration campaign to get Negroes on the rolls 
in large numbers. 

The true story of the suffering, even by 
death, of Negroes in Alabama and the Deep 
South to obtain the ballot has not been told. 
The white people of this stfte-and they alone, 
are responsible for the protest movement which 
is now sweeping the Black Belt. It is hoped 
that this may be* the beginning of the end of 
Second Class Citizenship for Negroes in Ala- 
b am a. -_ __ 






The Mobile Story-Progress In Race Relations 


White extremist element* hell-bent on main-- 
taining the itatui quo and recklessly opposing 
any kind o£ change which would enhance Negro 

P rogress toward goals of first class citizenship, 
ave brought shame and disgrace to Alabama 
throughout the nation and World. 

We tuspect the White Citizens Council and 
Ku Klux Klan crowds, aided and abetted by 
politicians in high places, many of the news¬ 
papers and other sources of the power structure, 
have been the chief architects of the infamy 
which has gripped our state the past six or 
seven ye ars. 

A serious retrogression in race relations de¬ 
veloped as a result of the rabble-rousing tac¬ 
tics of former Gov. John Patterson and reach-, 
ed an unprecedented tempo of hatred andviolencd 
during this administration of the intumbent 
chief executive of the state, George Wallace. 

In the midst of the unfortunate situation im 
posted on Alabama by the misguided racists, we 
believe Huntsville and Mobile remain in tbt 
main, steadfast in meeting the challenges of 
a period of transition from segregation to de¬ 
segregation now going on in the South. 

While Mobile is by no stretch of the imagi¬ 
nation, a city without hate, substantial pro- 

S ress has been made in a number of areas 
ere that far surpasses the racial improvement 
of almost any other community in the Deep 
South. 

Those among our citizenry who make the 
ridiculous assertion that jx> progress has been 
made in Mobile are either Irresponsible or 
have some ulterior motive for attempting to 
mislead others who don't think for themselves 
This newspaper has kept its own records and 
consulted with civil rights movements here 
that have been in the vanguard of the struggle 
to secure for the Negro group some of the ba¬ 
sic rights of citizenship. Contrary to an op¬ 
inion that seems to be widely accepted in 
some auarters, the conference table sofar has 
made little or no significant contributions to 
the progress in desegregation and new oppor¬ 
tunities which Negroes now enjoy. 

The filing of petitions intimating subsequent 
court proceedings, the effective procedure of 
employing federal agencies under executive 
order and the matter of instituting court ac¬ 
tion, have brought the more su bsta n ti a 1 g a ins.' 

We offer in brief this reminder of progress 
achieved in Mobile-There are 23 Negro pat¬ 
rolmen, two detectives and six women school 
traffic officers employed by the city. The 
sheriff's department has three Negro deputy 
sheriffs and two female sc hool tr a f f i c officers. 

There are 17 Negro city bus drivers, two 
telephone operators, three supervisors in Mo¬ 
bile post office and more than 150 carriers, 
clerks and other postal workers. Thecity has 
two fire stations that are manned by colored 
firefighters, there is one Negro downtown 
bank clerk and thre are several clerks in 
downtown department stores. 

At the shipyard,* there are five Negro mach¬ 
inist and four boilermakers in permanent 
positions, with more to be so upgraded, ship , 
carpenters, electricians, painters, welders 
shipfitters and a clerk-typist . 

Thirty-five colored workers have been up¬ 
graded to new Jobs at t^e Aluminum Ore Com- | 
pany, and Negro women are employed as so- , 
clal workers in the county welfare agency. 

On the desegregation front, bus, airport and 
railroad terminals offer equal service to all. 

The courthouse, police station, parks and 
playgrounds, municipal golf course, public 
schools, public library system and city buses 
have also been desegregated. 

In politics. Negroes have been successful in 
electing eight Of the race as ward committee 
men and more than 65 are on the list of poll 
workers and officials at voting places. 

Mobile county has more than 13, 000 Negroe; 
qualified voters. There should be, in our 
opinion, more than 20, 000. Deterrents to 
increased votar registration have been the 1 

rigid test schemed by the white supremacists ** 
in our state to disenfranchise the Negro citi- M 
zen, the failure of more than 3, 00U colored Pr 
people already registered to pay their poll 01 

tax, and we must reluctantly admit that m 
apathy has also been one of the curses to de- 
prive the group of its heritage at the ballot N’ 
box.

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IOB DISCRIMINATION TO DIMINISH UNDER 
TITLE VII OF CIVIL RIGHTS ACT 


New and extensive change occur this week in 
the area of employment opportunities at Title 
VII of the 1964 Civil Rights Act goes into effect. 

Friday, July 2, one year after President John¬ 
son signed the new Civil Rights bill and made 
it the la* of the land, that section of the Act 
dealing with the effort ot end Job discriminat¬ 
ion in a broad sense, becomes effective. 

Title VII-generally described as the "Equal 
Employment Opportunity" title-was designed to 
afford Negro American citizens and other minor* 
ities a new right to a better living standard ana 
in a correlated way a new day In the sun. It 1* 
expected to be a potent weapon to diminish 
discriminato ry hiring practices based merely on 
race, color religion, sex or national orgln. 

In the first year of its ope r a t i on - J u 1 y 2, 1965 

to July 2, 1966-it will affect employers with 

100 or more employees, the third year 50 or 
more, and from July 2, 1968 and on, the num¬ 

ber will be 2S or more. 

Section 703 (a) of the law reads-" It shall be 
an unlawful employment practice for an em¬ 
ployer to fail to hire or to discharge any indi 
vidual, or otherwise to discriminate againstany 
individual with respect to his compensation, 
terms, conditions, or privileges of employment 
because of such individuals race, color, relig¬ 
ion, sex or national orgin". 

It further says It shall also be unlawful to 
"Limit, segregate, or classify" employees in 
any way which would deprive or tend to de¬ 
prive any individual of employment opportuni¬ 
ties or otherwise adversely afreet his status as 
an enfployee, because of race, color, religion, 
sex or Rational orgin. 

Other subsections of Section 703 spell out 
anti - disc rumination r to labor organizations 

and employment agencies as well. 

The new equal employment opportunity law 
also means that Negroes must prepare themselvei 
to qualify for Jobs fr oon which they have be en 
heretofore denied. The only successful formula 
to reach the "promised land" is afforded by 
training and an adequate educational bsc kgrou nd 
Miracles Just* don't happen in this field of life.

In an analysis of the votes cast in the so- 
called predominantly Negro wards last Tuesday , 
it is shown that only one candidate seemed to 
have gained the almost unanimous support of 
the citizens in these election districts. On the 
other hand, the trend indicated in many of the 
so-called white wards reveal that there were a 
number of influences which probably affected 
the way large numbers of these citizens voted. 
However, it is rather ironical no one yells 
"bloc vote" by the when a substantial number 
of white voters support a certain candidate for 
public office. 

Negroes usually suppoft political candidates 
who are believed to represent the best interests 
of the community. This is to mean the people 
who make up the electorate want such type 

r ub lie servants and many of them hopefully 
ook to their leaders to consider the welfare 
of the populace first in offering recommen¬ 
dations. 

Mobile has been popularized throughout the 
Nation as city which could be a model for the 
South in race relations. Let us hope the new 
city administration will do nothing to mar that 
image.

Oar votes can help stem the tide of racial retrogression In 
the Congre ss._ 

Til Bail But Pntras li lilili 

A recent report made last summer on 50% o t the current 
criminal cases (459) In the circuit court of Mobile showed that 
the majority of those Jailed (306) were poor and black. 
Sixty-five per cent of the persons kept In Jail before and after 
indictment were black. More than 57% were poor, as 
Indicated by the fact that they had court appointed attorneys. 
Proportionately less blacks than whites were released on 
bond. Only 5% of those Indicted were allowed to sign their 
own bond on the basis of property holding or other 
considerations. 

Discriminatory administration of the bail-bood system ha 
thus led to the violation of the equality and the dvfl rights of 
blacks and poor people. Where the 1973 National Conference 
on Criminal Justice has set the standards of 60 days as the 
maximum time allowable between arrest and trial, upwards of 
15% of the poor and balck Indicted and In Jail were forced to 
wait sir months or more for their trials. 

Because of the local practice of not convening Jury trials 
from June to mid-September, many persons are Incarcerated 
or kept In Jail through the hottest months of the summer In the 
poorly ventilated cells. Very few of the cases are granted 
rredit for this time spent behind bars when they are 
*entenced. I 

This state of afflars calls for citizen action on all fronts to 
remedy these abases. In the up-coming political fmp«iyi« i 
where Judges are running for re-election, questions should be 
raised about the Inequities and Inequalities of their treatment 
of persons in trouble with the law. They should he questioned I 
closely by the electorate concerning their respect for a 
person’s right to be treated as Innocent until proven guilty In i 

a court of law. Except hi cases of heinous crimes of violence, < 

persons not yet found guilty by s Jury should be released on i 

personal recognisance or signature. If sick or Injured ks any | 

way they should be rele as e d to s hospital or other community 
facility. If accused of victimless crimes such as public j 

drunkenness and drug use, they should be released to 
Alcoholics Anonymous or to a drug rehabilitation center. I 

Citizens should insist on twelve months of service by Judges 
who take twelve months' pay. They should also Insist that i 
persons who are Jailed should be given doable credit for time 1 
spent in Jail during the summer or during their pre-trial 
Incarceration.

Re-Initltuling the death penalty wID not end violence In 
Alabama'* prison system. Every citizen of thla great state 
should be deeply concerned a boat the recent rash of crime 
which has resulted In the death of prison correction officer* 
and Inmates. 

To enable oar correctional system to fulfill It* missions, 
trained, experienced and dedicated penologists should be 
appointed to bead both Holman and Atmore prisons. There 
should be a trained black In this field appointed to assist 
top-level administration In the operation of these institutions. 

Guards and other officials should be better trained and 
better paid so that there wHl be no graft or corruption In their 
dealing with the Inmates. A representative number of blacks 
should be appointed to these positions. 

Alabama officials should not forget the true purpose of our 
prisons Is to rehabilitate those Individuals who commit crimes 
against our society and to make them suitable to Uvc among 
us once more. Thla must be our prime objective and we must 
not cease our labors to Improve our prisons until until thla 
objective ha* been fully realized. We do not need the death 
penalty to end the violence existing In Holman and Atmore* 
prisons. 

Community Watch Should Be EncoDrafed 

The Community, Watch, mainly homeowners concerned 
about the rising crime rate, was formed in areas of Mobile- 
County about 19^1. They were a dedicated group of citizen 
volunteers who patrolled their neighborhoods, and in doing 
so. “beefed up' the police capability. According to one 
leader, the first year their record showed they had cut crime 
in their areas by as much as 85 per cent. 

The basic idea of a community watch is that the men who 
patrol their communities have two-way radios or 
walkie-talkies If they observe a crime or anything potentially 
dangerous or suspicious, they report in to a “base station" in 
their focale. This station then alerts the police It is the 
trained officer who handles the situation. The Watch member 
is not himself put in danger as he might be if he was armed, 
according of Officer Alex Zavros of the Community Relations 
Department of the Mobile Police Department who has been 
assigned to work with the men. 

The Community Watch is divided into b areas under a chief 
and his assistant. Under them, there are six majors 
responsible for their areas. Most of these men arc black as it 
is an unfortunate fact that high crime areas are often black 
At first, under Mobile Chief of Police Robinson, the Watch 
was armed. Later, when Ed McLean became chief, he looked 
into the matter and discovered that it was against the state 
law for these men to carry guns. He therefore issued an order 
against it. It has come to our attention that at this point, there 
was some dissatisfaction with the order. Pan of this was 
• because some of the men were uncomfonable about going 
unarmed, but some was because of poor handling by officials 
who issued the orders without first explaining it to the Watch. 
Paniripafion in the Watch dropped off. By December of 1973. 
only about 500 or 600 hours were being put in all over the city 
monthly 

Since then, in an effort to rc-vitalize this valuable citizen 
group. Zavros was appointed to work with them. He held a 
meeting which about 80 men attended. He told them he would 
see that they got first aid training - very important - because 
the Watch is often the first at the scene of an accident and if 
trained, can offer lifesaving service. He also promised the 
men that he would try to get their two way radios fixed. 

At the time, there was only one base station still operating. 

It was in Toulminville. and Zavros had high praise for its 
operation. He is trying to get more base stations and hopes 
there will be federal money available for this and other 
needed equipment. He said the men are interested in the new 
th'ust and that in January they logged about 2400 hours, and 
i' Feb about 2600 hours. He admitted there might be a 
p-off 1 n March, due to the problems of getting gasoline, 
he officer said he and the Community Watch would like to 
the C uy waive its city tax on gas sales, and they would like 
work out a method whereby these men could show 
;<ntificution and get their tanks filled up so they could do 
r cir job 

He hopes when the first aid classes are over to have a class 
in "how to be a good witness", citing the fact that sometimes 
a slick’ lawyer can confuse a witness. 
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On the subject of sidcarms. though some men dropped out 
of the Watch because of their ban. others don't want to carry 
arms because in any trouble it might lead to their being 
injured or even being held liable for injury to others. One 
police official said perhaps at sometime in the future. Watch 
participants might be trained in the proper use of firearms. 

In the meantime, we would like to commend all members of 
the Community Watch, and ask the citizens of Mobile to 
cooperate with these dedicated volunteers who give so much 
of their time to help protect us all. 

The Negro Press 
Freedom Depends On It 

(FltOM T1IK BIKMLV.IIAM WOULD) 

li is not a mailer of small interest that the Black 
Press is observing its 147th anniversary at a time 
when freedom of the press, a First Amendment 
guarantee, is being challenged. 

Back in 1787 when the founding fathers of this 
republic were hammering out the First Amendment 
freedoms, striking the shackles from what had been 
the colonial press, the black man continued to stand 
in chains, three-fifths of a man » 

But freedom is indivisible, and 40 years later, 
the first black newspaper -- Freedom's Journal -- 
raised its own masthead to fight against slavery 
in the South and discrimination and oppression in 
the North. Soon it was joined by William Lloyd 
Garrison and his Liberator and Elijah P Lovejoy 
and his Observer There was no stopping this small 
segment of the press (even the lynching of Love- 
joy) until human freedom was also achieved. 

But the freedom of blacks was short-lived. And 
the struggle begun b> John B. Russwurm and the 
Rev Samuel E. Cornish and their Freedom's Jour¬ 
nal and continued by Willis Hodges and Frederick 
Douglass and others was renewed. In the new ef¬ 
fort. Calvin Chase. Christopher Perry. T. Thomas 
Fortune. Ida B. Wells Barnett, and John Murphv 
took the lead These were followed by Monroe Trot¬ 
ter. Robert S. Abbott, W.E.B. Du Bois. P. B. Voung. 
and Robert L Vann. 

Today, the National Newspaper Publishers Asso¬ 
ciation. representing a membership of 129 black 
newspapers, including all the major ones, is help¬ 
ing to focus the continued fight being carried on by 
its members The publishers of these newspapers 
are among the most astute and articulate black 
leaders in America. Assurance that the fight will 
continues is the growing number of young dedicat¬ 
ed publishers 

Their fight for freedom is devoted in large mea¬ 
sure to improving the economic opportunities of 26 
million black Americans who are not benefiting as 
fully as they should from theirannuai eipenditureof 
nearly SS0 billion. 

The Black Press is an informer and a sounding 
board, a crusader and a protestor, a fighter and a 
healer. It is a force that can stimulate further 
growth of the American economy and help heal the 
cancer of racism that painfully divides the Ameri¬ 
can people. 

But again the.freedom of the press is challenged, 
because human freedom continues to be threatened, 
especially the freedom of black Americans. The 
Black Press can help achieve freedom of the press 
for all media, if all media will join hands in a fight 
for total freedom. The message of Black Press 
Week is a reminder that freedom is indivisible.

It is not ■ matter of small Interest that the black Press Is 
observing Its 147th anniversary at a time when freedom of the 
press, a Flrsi Amendment guarantee, Is being challenged. 

Back in 1787 when the founding fathers of this republic 
were hammering out tbc First Amendment freedoms, striking 
the shackles from what had been the colonial press, the black 
man continued to stand In chains, three-fifths of a man. 

But freedom Is Indivisible, and 40 years later, the first black 
newspaper-Freedom’s Journal-raised Its own masthead to 
fight against slavery In the South and discrimination and 
oppression In the North. Soon It was joined bv William Lloyd 
Garrison and his Liberator and Elijah P. Lovejoy and his 
Observer. There was no stopping this small segment of the 
press (even the lynching of Lovejoy] until human freedom was 
also achieved. 

Bat the freedom of blacks was short-lived. And the struggle 
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begun bv John B. Russwurm and the Rev. Samuel E. Cornish 
and tbeljFreedom’s Journal and continued by Will la Hodges 
and Frederick Douglas* and others was renewed. In the new 
effort, Calvin Chase, Christopher Pern, T. Thomas Fortune, 
Ida B, Wellaa Barnett, and John Moriy took the lead. These 
were followed by Monroe Trotter,. Robert S. Abbott, W.E.B. 
DuBols, P. B. Young, and Robert L. Vann. 

Today, the National Newspaper Publisher* Association, 
representing a membership of 129 black newspapers. 
Including ail the major ones, Is helping to focus the continued 
fight being carried on by Its members. The publishers of 
these newspapers are among the most astute and articulate 
black leaders In America. Assurance that the fight will 
continue is the growing number of young dedicated 
publishers. 

Their fight for freedom Is devoted In large measure to 
Improving the economic opportunities of 26 million black 
Americans who are not benefiting as fully as they should from 
their annual expenditure of nearly $50 billion. 

The Black Press is an Informer and a sounding boaru, a 
crusader and a protestor, a fighter and a healer. It Is a force 
that can stimulate further growth of the American economy 
and help heal the cancer of racism that painfull* divides the 
American people. 

Bat again the freedom of the press Is challenged, because 
human freedom continues to be threatened, especially the 
freedom of black Americans. The Black Press can help 
achieve freedom of the press for all media, If all media will 
join hands In a fight for total freedom. The message of Black 
Press Week Is a reminder that freedom ia indivisible. HBW

This winter has been 
gloomy wjth prices continu¬ 
ing to increase, gasoline in 
short supply, some workers 
laid off, and all this in an 
atmosphere of that mess 
called Watergate. 

But fortunately all is not 
gloom for the future. 
Consider this: America is at 
peace. Our armed forces are 
not fighting ^nywhere. And 
genuine peace, too. may be 
coming to the Middle East 
after years of strife. 

Most economists are 
predicting the business 
slump in the U.S. will be 
mild. Price hikes are seen 
tapering off later in the year 
and farm output is expected 
to set records * 

Congress, too. is begin¬ 
ning to move on energy, 
pension reform and other 
bills of major concern. 

Good And Bad 
In this atmosphere, there 


unemployment, inflationary 
spirals. and continuing 
recessions are quite serious 
national issues. 

A 10% unemployment rate 
is a devastating problem for 
adult blacks, and 30% 
unemployment for young 
blacks can be a potential 
deterrent to completing 
high school or college and 
becoming competitive in the 
labor market. 

Although women have 
made great strides in the 

3 1oyment arena and now 
c about 44 percent of the 
labor force, their unemploy¬ 
ment rates are always 
higher than those for men. 
In addition, well over half of 
all adult females • about 37 
million-are so-called fcon-

My deep interest in all of 
the aforementioned leads me 
to the conclusion that 
guaranteed job opportunities 
leading to full employment is 
the key. 

To this end. I am 
sponsoring a new piece of 
Xegisiatio-i entitled "The 
Equal Opportunity and Full 
Employment Act of 1976." 
This bill affirms the right of 
all Americans able and 
willing to work, "to use full 
employment opportunities at 
the highest feasible level of 
remuneration, productivity 
and responsibility consistent 
with their abilities.'' 

It deals with full employ¬ 
ment as a commitment of the 
National government to the 
working people of our 
country-and establishes the 
machinery for its operation. 

Next week. I will describe 
in more detail, essentials 
of this important pending 
legislation. 


is both good news and bad 
news about Inflation. Moat 
economists are saying that 
the problem will ease in the 
second half of the year. The 
cost of living, the? say, will 
\Still go up but not as fast as it 
is now. <ome things may 
even get a bit cheaper after 
they have become more 
expensive. 

Chairman Arthur F. Bums 
of the Federal Reserve Board 
suggested at Congressional 
hearing recently that it may 
take two to three years to 
bring inflation under control. 

Some other authorities 
insist, though, that there will 
be relatively little inflation 
left at the end of this year. 
But then they voice this 
warning, too: If the govern¬ 
ment. through fighting 
recession, primes the pump 
too much with tax cuts, 
heavy federal spending or 
too great an increase in the 
money supply, inflation will 
get out of hand again. 

Solving Problem 

What long-term action can 
be taken to combat 
the whole inflation 
problem? Certainly there is 
no single easy solution. 

We must face that there is 
no way to counter a general 
inflation other than with 

e icies of monetary and 
•al restraint History is 
quite clear on this point. 

Some advocate getting rid 
of wage and price controls. 
By having controls we are 
only delaying the inevitable. 
When they are removed, 
prices will zoom. By 
removing them, though, 
some argue that we will be 
moving toward more balance 
in pricing. 

More international coordi¬ 
nation is needed. Just as oux 
economy is tied directly to 
the economy of other free 
world nations, so inflation in 
the United States is tied in 
with world inflation. Because 
of the fact that the dollar b 
the standard currency in the 
free world and is very much 
an instrument of world trade 
and commerce between 
nations, there is no way we 
can completely avoid feeling 
the effect of economic 
problems in the industrializ¬ 
ed nations. 

Government Spends 
On the national level, it b 
a simple fact that our 
government is spending 
more than it is taking in. 
Congress authorizes spend¬ 
ing. so it must take the 
biggest share of responsi¬ 
bility in this department. But 
the president, too. must 
share in this respomabi'itjr 
because of his deficit 
budgets which have exceed¬ 
ed tne total deficits of his two 
predecessors. At any rate, 
this continuing deficit 
financing is one of the 
greatest factors in producing 
inflation. 

With inflation increasing 
in foreign countries, we are 
having to pay more for 
imports. This is particularly 
true with regard to the 
greatly increased price of 
imported crude oil. The 
people are beginning to feel 
this most noticeably at the 
service stations. 

It seems to me that the 
overall problem is made 
worse by the continuity 
effort of the federal govern¬ 
ment to place controls on the 
economy. We must move 
away from so many controls 
and allow the old law of 
supply and demand to work 
again. I still believe that if 
the federal government 
would ran its business the 
same way you have to ran 
your family budget, we could 
go a long way toward* 
halting runaway inflation.

Stupidity Because Of Race Or Color 


Henry “Hank** Aaron MouHay night In Atlanta hit home 
run No. 715 to become baseball’s Jl-timc home run king. The 
Mobilian's history-making feat was achieved before a 
standing-room only crowd of 53,775 at the Atlanta stadium, 
the largest ever to see a baseball'game In that city. 

Millions of other people throughout the nation and other 
parts of the world slewed the game on television. The 
President of the l nited States telephoned congratulations 
and Invited Aaron to the WhlteV House. The governor, the 
mayor of Atlanta, and others prominent in the life of the state 
of Georgia, the country and baseball were either at the game 
or sent congratulatory telegrams. 

In addition, thousands of out-of-town sports fans were in 
Atlanta for the game, some for Tuesday night’s event as well. 
Hank Aaron made a big contribution to the city’s business 
world. Its image and race relations all over the United S&tes. 

When Babe Ruth established what once seemed to have 
been an insurmountable record of 714 home runs on May 25, 
1935, there was a rigid color line in baseball and most other 
sports. Big league baseball was a “white man’s’’ game, ruled 
by the mailed fists of the Ty Cobbs and other racista that no 
one dared defy. 

In retrospect, race prejudice and discrimination have taken 
a terrible totTln the USA and continue to “throw their weight 
around’’ almost anywhere and in any facet of life. In this 
country of ours these morbid twins exist from the nation's 
capital to the smallest hamlet in Mississippi, Alabama, 
Oregon or California. 

They were and are as much a part of the American scene as 
the singing of the Star-Spangled Banner at an important 
sports event or a patriotic meeting. Despite the tremendous 
cost demanded in hatred, turmoil, blood, the waste of billions 
in dollars and the failure to develop the maximum 
productivity potential of one-tenth of this land’s people, the 
mores of a dual society tenaciously control the destiny of race 
relations in our country. 

These ludicrous viewpoints still prevail notwithstanding the 
blight produced by separate or segregated schools, other jim 
crow public facilities, the low purchasing power of the black 
community, a high crime rate and other scourges created by 
racist principles. 

No one knows how many Hank Aarons, Charles Drews or 
George Washington Carvers have been lost to this country 
because it has not fully opened the doors of opportunitv and 
equal rights to its black citizens.

The 47-ycar-old Bnmmcr

In terms of progress in the 
arena of voting rights says 
Pottingcr. who is in charge of 
the Justice Department's 
Civil Rights Division, blacks 
have made "remarkable 
progress" nationwide. More 
than 3.000 blacks held 
elective office in 45 states as 
an example of some of the 
progress that has been 
achieved since 1964 

But here, again. the 
Northern states are trailing 
progress in the South. Of the 
top nine states ranked 
according to the number of 
blacks in elective office, four 
arc in the South. And 
Mississippi recently surpass¬ 
ed New York as second 
highest next to Michigan 
"Our voiing rvsponsibilies 
are taking us northward 
these days." he added. "The 
most difficult remaining 
problems arc concentrated in 
Northern cities.” he said 


WASHINGTON-(NBNS) 
Since the 1964 Civil Rights 
Act was signed by President 
Johnson 10 years ago. the 
fight against segregation and 
discrimination has shifted 
from the Southern to the 
Northern states. Assistant 
Attorney General J. Stanley 
Pottingcr declared. 

In a statement commemo¬ 
rating the anniversary of the 
law. Pottinger said "no 
longer is civil rights 
enforcement limited to the 
South. Today our program is 
truly national in scope and 
focus." 

1 The 1964 act prohibits 
discrimination in voiing 
registration and employment 
practices. and bans 

segregation in many institu¬ 
tions and facilities. The 
Attorney General was em¬ 
powered io intervene in 
cases involving denial of civil 
rights. 

In the last decade, the 
number of black students in 
the South who attend school 
with white students had 
jumped from 2 percent to 90 
percent, he pointed out. Less 
than 9 percent of the 
Southern schools remain all 
black, and many of the dual 
school systems have been 
eliminated.

Franklin Pierce Thomas,II,- Publisher-Editor 
Emeritus The Mobile Beacon - Alabama Citizen 
May 13, 1913 - July 15, 1974 

Franklin (Frank) Pierce Thomas II, publisher and editor 
emeritus of the Mobile Beacon and the Alabama Citizen, is 
dead. He died Monda) noon, July 15, 1974, at a local hospital 
after a long illness. His valiant fight to live despite the odds 
against survival his malady Imposed, was an Inspiration that 
should make all of us realize that by and large life Is 
worthwhile and men should strive to make It beautiful for 
others and themselves Just as he did. 

The untimely death of Mr. Thomas Is a distinct shock and 
loss to Mobile, the state, and the South, and In the field of 
journalism to the Nation. The contributions made bv him as a 
citizen. Journalist and newspaper publisher to the betterment 
of all mankind were many--more than the world will ever 
know. 

His absence from our midst will be keenly felt in the 
religious, educational, humanistic, civic, political and civil 
rights arenas of life. He possessed an urrelentlng zeal to 
make our country, our Southland, our state and city, better 
places for all people, Irrespective of race or color, and 
manifested his espousal of these causes with determination 
and dignity. 

Mr. Thomas stood ten feet tail with race pride, in Interest 
oriented toward community progress and In rendering 
services to the underprivileged of our society. He truly 
personified the spirit and compassion of the Good Samaritan 
in meeting responsibilities designed to aid those less 
fortunate than himself. His life typified the words of the Bible 
as written In I John 4: 20-21, “If a man say, I love God, and 
hateth his brother be is a liar; for he that loveth not his 
brother whom he hath seen, how can he love God whom be 
hath not seen?” 

“And this commandment have we from him, That he who 
loveth God loves this brother also.“ 

The Beacon and Citizen, because of the acumen and 
intelligent guidance reflected by Mr. Thomas, developed 
significant areas of edification and hope to countless 
thousands of black people In Alabama. Throughout his long 
career as a Journalist and publisher be insisted that black 
Americans were entitled to equal rights and equal Justice but 
must be willing to accept their full responsibilities of 
citizenship. 

He never reneged in working for improvement In the status 
of human beings, of whatever color or hue, or for programs 
aimed at continuing the growth of our total community. 

In newspaper parlance It Is “30” for our publisher and 
editor emeritus. We mav in truth sav. Well done....good and 
faithful servant.
